He }nakes no argumpnt in favor 
of protecMoij, oeeinq; in "the elpction the 
introduction of a new policy, but reiii'ots 
that even three montlis must elapse be- 
fore work upon (ne cliM.n.iies can bpi^iii, 
Tlie -•-'viiioipal points oi' the message are 
as folloT/s: 


In .-uomiiiing my annual messaj^ie to 
conin-ess I have great satisi'acHon in be- 
inp; able to say that the general condi- 
tions aiTectinii the cc nimercial and in- 
dustrial inti-^rest^ of the United »States 
are in the hi^^hest degree favorable. A 
f comparison of the existing conditions 
with those of the most Tavored period in 
the history of the countiy v/ill, I believe, 
show that so high a degree of prosperity 
and so general a diffusion of tlie com- 
forts of life were never before enjoyed 
by our people. 


The repijrt of Labor Commissioner 
Peck, of Wew York, shows that during 
the year 1H9], in about G,000 manufact- 
uring establishments in that stete em- 
braced within the special inquiiy made 
by him and representing sixty-seven 
different indnsi ries, there was a net in- 
crease over the year 1^90 of 
130.68 
in the value of the product, and of 
377,^25.09 in the amount of wages paid. 


The report of the commissioner of la- 
bor for the state of Massacihnsetts shows 
that 3,745 industi'ies in tliat state paid 
1129,410,248 in wages during the year 
1891, against $126,030,803 in IH90, an in- 
crease of fi4,3o5.945, and that there was 
an increase oi 
in the amount 


of capital and of 7,340 in the number of 
persims employed in the same period. 


There never has been a time in our 
history when woric wrs so abundant or 
when wages were ^o high, whether 
measured b}-- the cnn-oncy in which they 
are paid or by thtir power to supi»lytlie 
necessaries and coijiiorts of life. 


If any are discontented with their 
state hero; if any believe that wa^es or 
jrices, the returns for honest toil, are 
nadequate, thej' should not fail to re- 
member that there is no other country 
in the world where the conditions that 
seem to tliexu Jiai'd would not be accepted 
as highly prosperous. 


I believe that the protective system, 
which has now for something more than 
thirty years continuously prevciiled in 
our legislation, has been a mighty in- 
«truniiint for the develoinnent of our 
national wealth and a most powerful 
agenc.y in protecting the homes of our 
worldngmen from the invasion of want. 


It is not my purpose to renew here the 
argument in favor of a iTrotective tariif. 
The result of tiie recent election must be 
accejjted as having introduced a new 
policy. We must af^sume that the pres- 
ent tariii, constructed upon the lines of 
protection, is to be rei>ealed, and that 
there is to be tubstituted for it a tariff 
law constructed solely with reference to 
revenue. 


I recommend that the whole subject 
of tariir revision be left to tlie incoming 
congress. It is matter of regret tliat this 
work must be delayed for at least three 
montlis, for the threat of gi-eat tariif 
changes inti-oduce so much uncertainty 
that an amount not easily esti'uated of 
buhiness inaction and of diminished iiro- 
duction will necessarily result. 


We have had in our history several ex- 
periences of the contrasted elfects of a 
revenue and of a protective tariif, but 
this generation has not felt tliem, and 
the evpei'ience of one generation is not 
highly instructive to tlie next. 
The 
friends of the ijrotective system, with 
undiminished conlidence in the princi- 
ples they liave advocated, will await the 
results of the new exneriment. 
^ It may be, indeed f believe it is, pos- 
sible for the American manufacturer to 
compete Buccesssfully with his foreign 
rival in many branches of production 
without the defense of protective duties 
if the payi'olls are equalized, but tlie 
conilict tliat stands between the pro- 
ducer and that result and the disti-esK of 
our working people when it is attained 
are not jjleasant to contemi>late 


Our relations with other nations are 
now undisturbed by any serious contro- 
versy, Tlie complicated and threatening 
dilferences with (i^ermany and England 
relating to Bamoan alfairs, with England 
relating to tlie seal iinheries in the Beh- 
ring sea, and with Chile growing out of 
the Baltimore ailaii' have been adjusted.

people anil equally those of othor nations. 


The public cOnndence in the purpose 
and abihty of the goverament to n-aiu- 
tain the parity of all our money issues, 
whether coin or paper, must remain un- 
shaken. The demand for gold in Europe 
and the constjqueut calls upon us tire in 
a considerable degi'ee the result of the 
efforts of some of the European govern- 
ments to increase their gold reserves, 
and thepe elibrts should be mnt by ap- 
pr^riate legislation on oui* part. 


T^ie report of the secretary of war 
brings again to the attention of congress 
some important suggestions as to the re- 
organization of the infantry and artillery 
arms of the service, which his predeces- 
sors. have before urgently pnisentbd. 
The conditions upon 
what v/e have 
called the ' ^fi'ontier" have heretofore 
requu'ed the maintenance of many i)6Gts, 
l>;-ift now the policy of concijntration is 
obvicjuslj" the right one. The new pr^ts 
Should have the pioper stya^^c reiatiohs 
to tlie only ''iri^ntiers" we n 
have. 


The report of the postmaster general 
shows a most gratifying increase and a 
most efficient and pioji^rressive manage- 
ment of the ^'eat business of that de- 
partment. 
Ihc postal revenues have in- 
creased during the last year nearly 
$5,0i>0,000. The deiicit for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1892, is $.->18,341 less than 
tho deficiency of the preceding j'-ear. The 
deiiciency of the present liscal year it is 
eRliniated will be reduced to $1,052,423, 
wliich will not only W'Xtinguishod dur- 
ing the next fiscal yt?!?. but a suplus of 
nearly §1,000,000 should then be shown. 


The report of the secretary of the navy 
exhibits great progreirs in the construc- 
tion of our navy. 
When tiie present 
secretary entered ujion his duties only 
tlu'ee modern steel vessels were in com- 
mission. The vessels since iiut in com- 
mission, and to be put in commission 
during the winter, will make a total of 
nineteen during his admiuistra-tion of 
the department. 


Tho report of the coi7;misnioner o pen- 
sions, to which extenaed notice is given 
by the secretary of rhe interior in his 
report, will attract great 
attention. 
Judged by tho aggregate amount of 
work done, the last year htis been the 
greatest in tho liisttjry of the oflice. I 
believe that tUeorgariiaatiimof tho office 
is efficient, and that the worlc has been 
done with fidelity. The estiniati;? for this 
fiscal year was !pl44,ijn(),UU0, and that 
amount was ai)propriat hI. 
A d(;rloieiit y 
amounting to ¡¡510,50^,021 must be pro- 
vided for at this session. The estimate 
for x^ensions for tlie hscal year ending 
Juno 30, lfci94. is $105,000,000, 


I adhere to the views exi:)ressed in pre- 
vious messages that the c.are of the dis- 
abled solaier.-! of tiie war of the rebellion 
is a matter of national concern anti duty. 
Perhaps no emotion cools sooner than 
that of gratitude, but I cannot believe 
that that this process has yet reached a 
point with our ¡»pople that would sus- 
tain the polioy of remitting the care of 
these disabled veterans to the inadequate 
agencies provided by local laws. 


The requirement of tJie English regu- 
lations that live cattle arriving from the 
United btatv^s must be slaughtered at the 
docks had its origin in the claim tiiat 
pieuro-pneumonia existed among Ameri- 
can cattle, and that tlie existonco of tne 
disease could only certainly be deter- 
mined by a I ostmurtem inspection. 


The dei)ariineiit of agriculture lias la- 
bored with great energy and faithful- 
ness to extiri^ate this dit^.ease, and on the 
20th da}-- of »September last a public an- 
nouncement watt made by the secretary 
that the disease no longer existed any- 
where within the United Stated. 


\Ve are peculiarly subject in our gi'eat 
pons to the spread of mfectious diseases 
by reason of tho fact that unrestricted 
immigj'ation brings to us out of Euro- 
pean cities, in the overcrowded steerages 
of gTvat steamships, a large number of 
persons whoso surroundings make them 
easy victims of the plague,

A public ^sentim^nt that will i nst lin 
the officers of the law in resisting mol« 
and in i^rotecting accused ptTsons in 
their custody should bo promoted 
every possible means. The ofiicer wi o 
gives his life in the brave discharge o. 
this duty is worth}'- of special honor. No 
lesson needs to be so urgently imin'essuLi 
upon our people as this—that no worthy

On Christmas Eve. Littlestown was 
ihe scene of an unfortunate affair. 
That town hae been for some time so 
disorderly as to attract finally the at- 
tention of the Ruthoritios who deter- 
mined to put a stop to the disorder— 
the streets having become unsafe for 
use by tho citizens after nightfall. 


The former policeman resiti:ned,and 
a young man, Elmer O. Crnusp, was 
named by the Town Council in his 
Btead, with strict orders to preserve 
the order and peace of the town. On 
the night in question,there was again 
some disorder, and about 9 o'clock 
Addison Bollinger made complaint 
before Burgess Yount, when a war- 
rant for the arrest of Joseph Shadle 
was put in the officer's hands, with in 
structions to call on the bystanders 
for whatever help might be required 
iu making the arrrest 
Crouse met 
Shadle iu front of Georgo Duttera's 
cigar store, and making him his pris- 
oner demanded that ho go with him 
to the Burgess's.

President Harrison sent a message 
to Congress on Monday, covering the 
•correspondence with Chili touching 
the murder of our sailors in Valparaiso 
•and related topics. 
The message de- 
manded from Chili an apology and 
reparation, and the withdrawal of a 
diplomatic paper sent by the Chilian 
Government to its representatives at 
other capitals which reflected upon our 
Presidentas sincerity and truthfulness. 
Tuesday's papers give the news that 
Chili has ''backed down/' withdrawn 
the offensive dispatch and expressed 
regret for its issue, withdrawn the re- 
quest for Minister Egan's recall, and 
proposes to submit all other matters to 
a neutral power or to our Supreme 
Court. 
Wednesdaj's papers say that 
Chili's reply was discussed at the meet: 
ing of the Cabinet, and from M^hat has 
been learned it is believed that it is 
not considered satisfactory to the Gov- 
ernment. 
The withdrawal 
of 
the 
Matta note and the demand for the 
recall of Egan arc not sufficient. The 
submission of the Baltimore matter to 
the Supreme Court is impossible. The 
'Court would have no jurisdiction. 
It 
is believed too that Chili intends also 
to submit to arbitration the question 
of whether or not she shall apologize. 
It is not expected that any answer will 
be made to Chili for several days. 
In 
Thursday's papers Chili's reply is de- 
scribed 
as perfectly satisfactory to 
Mr. Blaine, who is elated with its con- 
cessions. 
He communicated its con- 
tents to Representative Blount, and 
£avé him permission to make it pub- 
lic, which he at once did. 
Those who 
heard it declare themselves-well pleas- 
ed, and the prospects of war have been 
dissipated. 


In some parts of the State farmers 
are adopting the system of planting 
trees along the roadside, the kind se- 
lected being the cherry, walnut, plum, 
mulberry ^ d 
chestnut. 
The rural 
highways of continental Europe are 
lined with fruit trees, the custom hav- 
ing been in vogue there for centuries 
and has always been regarded as a re- 
ligious duty for the benefit of the mul- 
titude. 
It could be adopted in the 
United States, especially as a benefit 
for animals as well as men in the 
shade during the heat of the summer 
when heavy hauling is done on the 
highways. 


A company has just been incorpor- 
ated in Springfield, 111., for the purpose 
of building an electric road from St. 
Louis to Chicago. 
The company pro- 
poses to build a double-track road, as 
straight as an arrow, without a curve 
in it. 
On this road it is proposed to 
run electric cars, which will travel at 
the the rate of 100 miles an hour, 
making the distance in two and one- 
halt hours, instead of eight as now. 
The power station will be at Clinton, 
111., where the company will operate 
its own coal mine for fuel, using elec- 
tric drills and mining machinery. 


In time the entire line is expected to 
become a boulevard, the farmers' houses 
standmg on city lots, while behind them 
will stretch 
the wheatfields. 
The 
houses will be lighted and heated by 
electricity, and the reapers, mowers 
and threshers will be driven by chain- 
ed lightning. 
An electric block sys- 
will be 0] erated and the track will be 
automatically illuminated a mile ahead 
and a mile behind each car. 
Trains 
which are on the same section will have 
telephone connection, and communi- 
cation may be had whether the trains 
are moving or standing still. 
Dr. 
Adams says nearly the entire right of 
way has been secured, and that within 
a few weeks the contracts will all be 
let. 
The company will endeavor to 
have the line in operation in time for 
the World's Fair. 


William H. Reese, aged 40, a Phila- 
delphia & Reading brakeman, is im- 
prisoned at Reading charged with the 
larceny of a cask of whiskey from the 
railroad company. 
When Reese ap- 
peared before the Alderman he admit- 
ted his guilt, and said that the cask was 
taken from a Ireight car on the night 
of November 10, 1S91, and placed in 
a pile of lumber opposite the main sta- 
tion in Reading. 
A hole was bored 
into the cask with a gimlet, and in this 
manner the whisky was drawn in such 
quantity as he desired and carried away 
in bottles and kettles. 
The whisky 
lasted until 
Christmas, 
Reese was 
committed to prison.

The music of Corea 
is 
undoubtedly 
founded on that of China. 
Jt seems to 
have varied little in character since the 
early days. 
Of harmony 
the 
Corean 
knows nothing. 
His

ment hi the clarionet, which is 
said to 
have a shrill aud piercing sound. 
It is 
the constant c-jmpanion of the Coreans, 
indoori; and out, aud nothing is 
mote 
common than to see one of them 
start- 
ing out fcr a stroll with his instrument 
under his arm. 
He will gather around 
him a crowd of eager listeners in a short 
sjjace of time. This instrument is always 
played foi solo purposes, for the excel- 
lent, reason 
that 
if used in concerted 
music its toues would hopelessly drown 
those of all the rest of the baud.

The Arabs have.always been of a 
po- 
ctical temperament, but their music de- 
veloped slowly.

TIMELY TCIIKISY ItECIPBS. 


The standard 
holiday 
dish 
is roast 
turkey 
with 
oyster stuffing, which is 
first put inside the turkey, and afterwards 
put 
inside tho?e who gather 
at 
the 
dinner table. 
The turkey is drawn nnd 
roasted as usual. 


For the stuffing take' bread 
at 
least 
one day old, grated line, and 
one-iifth 
of the bulk of 
the 
bread 
in 
oysters. 
Add, for 
an 
ordinary sized fowl, two 
onions 
chopped 
iin^;^ four ounces of 
melted butter, pepper, salt, thyme and 
sage according to taste, aud a 
little of 
the 
fluid 
o f the 
oysters. 
Baste the 
turkey 
until 
it 
is roasted to a light 
brown. Make a gravy out of the giblets, 
heart and liver, thicken 
with flour and 
add a dash 
of Worcestershire sauce, a 
lump of butter, pepper and salt. 
With 
this dish should be served the old-fash- 
ioncd 
cranberry 
sauce, made of equal 
weights cranberries and brown sugar, to 
which are added two 
ounces of 
butter 
and ft dash of cinnamon. 
Let the whole 
simmer until the skin of 
tho 
cranber- 
ries is tender. 
Set to 
tool on ice for 
three hours before serving, which 
will 
make the saucs like a jelly. 


For a roast turkey with chestnut stuf. 
fing the same recipe applies, except that 
boiled chestnuts, grated or mashed very 
fine, are substituted for the oysters. The 
large Italian chestnuts are best. 


For an onion stuffing, considering the 
turkey weighs fourteen pounds,chop flve 
onions very flne and 
substitute for oys- 
ters, with suflicient bread crumbs, 
but- 
ter, pepper, salt, sage and thyme. 


If one should want fried turkey a la 
Creole for a change, which is a favorite 
Southern way of serving 
the 
bird, it 
should be 
disjointed. 
Then make a 
batter of equal parts of milk and 
eggs, 
well beaten,'to which a little salt is add- 
ed. 
Dip the sections 
of 
turkey 
into 
cracker dust, then into the batter, and 
then into the cracker dust again, after 
which fry in equal parts of butter and 
lard. 


For this dish the sauce is made of 
three ounces of butter and two heaping 
tablespoonfuls of flour, melted together, 
to which add a pint of milk and a dash 
of salt. 
Serve with small boiled potato 
balls, sprinkled with chopped parsley. 


For the ordinary fried turkey, dip in 
batter as before and serve on 
diamond- 
shaped pieces of toast, with cranberry 
sauce. 
This kind of sauce is made 
of 
Dne quart of cranberries, two ounces of 
butter and eight ounces of light brown 
sugar. 
Allow to simmer until cooked, 
and then either pour over each 
portion 
jr allcw each guest to serve himself. 


In 
fcerving 
fried turkey with apple 
sauce, prepare the turkey as before. For 
the sauce, peel two quarts ot sour apples, 
take out cores and add one and a half 
pounds of light brown sugar and two 
ounces of butter. Boil together with one 
peeled lemon, and set to cool until ready 
to serve. 


Boiled turkey with ricc requires much 
care to serve 
properly. 
The 
turkey 
should be drawn and skinned, and 
tied 
titrht in a thin, 
linen 
clotb, with 
no 
atulling. 
AVhen the water begins to boil 
slcwly add one pint of ric3, taking care 
at the same time that the water never 
gets below boiling point. 


If too much r:c3 is added at a time it 
becomes soggy. 
After three-quarters of 
an hour, or according to the weight of 
the turkey, and when the rice is tender 
enough to yield when pinched 
between 
thumb aud linger, take out the nee and 
a little of the water and stew it sep- 
arately with two tablespoonfuls of butter 
and a little curry, pepper and salt. 
A l - 
low the turkey to get tender, and 
then 
serve on a large dish, surrounded by the 
rice. Serve cranberry or apple sauce, ac- 
cording to taste. 
AViththis dish may be 
served 
boiled 
potatoes 
and 
onions, 
cooked separately, and stewe 1-tomatoes. 


In serving boiled turkey with oystsra 
the turkey is stulled with bread crumbs, 
moistened with oyster liquid, and oyster: 
to the amount of one-fourth the bread 
crumbs. 
To the stuffing is added three 
ounces 
of butter; 
pepper and salt to 
taste. 
The turkey should b3 tied in a 
linen cloth, as beiore,^ Serve with white 
sauce, made with four ounces of butter 
and three tablespoonfuls of flour melted 
together, to which is added a little salt 
and a quart of milk.
